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1. lUST BEFORE DEPARTING FROM THE US, AMB BOTHA CALLED 
AMB SCALI TO THANK HIM FOR HIS "MAGNIFICENT " EFFORT 
ON BEHALF OF THE USG TO KEEP SOUTH AFRICA FROM 
BEING EXPELLED AND/OR SUSPENDED FROM THE UN. BOTHA 
SAID HIS GOVT, AND HE PERSONALLY, DEEPLY APPRECIATED 
THE "STRONG STAND" THE USG TOOK IN FAVOR OF 
LEGALITY WITHIN THE UN FRAMEWORK. HE WANTED AMB SCALI 
TO KNOW THAT HIS WORDS HAD BEEN STUDIED VERY CAREFULLY 
AND HAD CREATED A VERY POSITIVE APPRECIATION AMONG THE 
SOUTH AERICAN PEOPLE. 

2. SCALI REGRETTED SOUTH AFRICA'S DECISION TO WITHDRAW 
BUT SAID THAT UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES HE UNDERSTOOD 
WHAT HE HOPED WAS A TEMPORARY NEED TO DEMONSTRATE 
SAG'S RESPONSE. 

3. BOTHA SAID HE WAS RETURNING EOR "CONSULTATIONS", 
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AND THAT IT WAS POSSIBLE HE WOULD BE BACK AT SOME 
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
